
Fury at revenge’ 
attack - en tree 


TREE vandals have 
struck in Ely - and 
furious nature lovers 
believe it could be an act 
of revenge. 

Residents in Waterside 
woke up on Monday 
morning to discover a 
large mature plane tree 
had been attacked with 
what appears to have been 
an axe.

The tree stands outside 
Waterside Antiques and is 
believed to be more than 50 
years old. 

In June this year, residents 
whose properties overlook the 
tree received a letter from 
Cambridgeshire County Coun¬ 
cil’s highways department 
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stating that it wanted to cut the 
tree back. 

The authority also wanted to 
remove a large silver maple tree 
close to the entrance to Ely 
Marina. 

But residents objected to the 
proposals and following an 
inspection by tree officers at 
East Cambridgeshire District 
Council, who deemed the work 
unnecessary, the plans were 
refused. 

On June 28, the district 
council then made the plane 
tree subject to a tree pre¬ 
servation order (TPO). 

Residents are devastated 
about the damaged to the tree - 
and believe someone has done 
it to get back at the designation 
of the TPO. 

One Waterside resident, who 
did not want to be named, said: 
“You can tell by the marks on 
the tree that someone has done 
this with an axe, or something 
similar. 

“What they have done is 
disgusting. This is a beautiful, 
mature tree which is precious to 
Ely’s Waterside area. 

“We believe this has been 
done as a deliberate act of 
revenge against the council for 
putting a TPO on the tree.

A MUM-of-three has used her poetic flair to 
win a prestigious competition. 

Emma Danes, a former non-fiction 
children’s writer, has won the Poetry Society’s 
Hamish Canham Poetry Prize. 

The prize is awarded every year by the 
society in memory of talented poet Hamish 
Canham, who died in 2003. 

Mrs Danes, who lives in Columbine Road, 
Ely, with her children and husband, Frank, who 
is head of English at the King’s School, only 
started writing poetry about 10 years ago. 

Her winning poem, entitled 17, is inspired 
from her family’s previous home in South 


London, and its contrast with their new home 
in Ely. 

Mrs Danes, 40, said: “I’ve always been 
interested in writing and have had several bits 
published. 

“But it was when I had my second child that 
I found I needed a new way to express things. 

“I started to read poetry and took part in a 
couple of workshops before joining the Poetry 
Society and talking with other writers, which is 
where it all took off. 

“I’d had the ideas for 17, which was the 
number of our house, in my head for a while 
and then decided it was about time I got them 


on paper. 

“It’s all about how different that house was 
to our house in Ely and the impression it has 
left on us. 

“To receive the Hamish Canham Prize is 
amazing and quite surprising.” 

Mrs Danes received £350 for winning and 
her poem will be entered for this year’s 
Forward Prize. 

17 will also be published in a poetry 
anthology published by Salt Publishing later 
this year.

Developer 
unveils plan 
for houses 

MORE than 30 new homes could 
be built on land in Soham. 

Suffolk-based developer Bloor 
Homes wants to build a total of 
34 properties on land south of 
30-36 and 45-51 Gimbert Road. 

A planning application has 
been submitted to East Cam¬ 
bridgeshire District Council. 

The proposals include seven 
four-bedroom properties, 22 
three-bedroom properties and 
five two-bedroom dwellings, as 
well as public open space, access, 
landscaping, footpaths, car 
parking and garages. 

The plans also include 
demolishing some existing 
outbuildings. 

It comes after the district 
council identified the land as 
suitable for development in July 
last year. 

A spokesman for Bloor Homes 
said: “This is a site we have been 
looking at for some time. 

“We wanted to grab the 
opportunity as soon as it came 
along.” 

A decision on the plans could 
be made within the next two 
months.

Online popularity sees business shut its doors after six years trading 


A QUIRKY business which 
has had a shop in Ely for 
six years will be closing its 
doors in the city next 
month. 

But it’s not because the firm is 
calling it a day. 

Will Marston, the owner of 
Lollipop Animations, based in 
High Street Passage, says his 
business has outgrown the shop 
and that the majority of his 
trade is now made online. 

Even though the shop is set to 
close, the business, which 
specialises in animation and 
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limited edition art and cartoons, 
will continue to run online and 
from Mr Marston’s studio in 
Needham Market, Suffolk. 

Mr Marston said: “We are sad 
that we’re going to be closing 
our shop in Ely as that’s where 
things started but it just doesn’t 
make sense to keep it open any 
more. 

“The truth is we have now 
outgrown the shop. 

“Our business has changed 


and the majority of our trade is 
now made online, so staffing 
and running the shop just isn’t 
practicable. 

“The shop makes around one 
per cent of our turnover, yet 
takes up around 10 per cent of 
our time. 

“We’ve made some fantastic 
friends here in Ely and have a 
very loyal customer base, which 
we are extremely grateful for.” 

The shop is expected to close 
at the end of August.

Fire crews in arson warning 


Care home change 


FIREFIGHTERS are calling for 
parents and guardians to talk 
to young people about the 
dangers of arson during the 
summer holidays. 

Firefighters experience a 
rise in deliberate fires during 
the months of June, July, 
August and September - 
particularly when the weather 
is warm. 

Martin Boome, the service’s 
arson liaison officer, said: “The 
service realises that these 


figures are not caused entirely 
by young people. 

“However, there is more 
scope for young people to 
commit these crimes during 
the summer, when boredom 
rates are high. 

“With this in mind, the fire 
service is encouraging parents 
and guardians to sit down with 
their children and explain the 
dangers and implications of 
making hoax calls and starting 
fires deliberately.”

“Whoever did this 
should be caught and 
punished for not only 
criminal damage but also 
for violating the TPO.” 

A spokesman for 
Waterside Antiques said: 
“This is such a terrible, sad 
thing to happen. 

“Thankfully whoever did 
it hasn’t completely 
destroyed the tree but 
they’ve certainly given it a 
good go. 

“Lots of people believe 
that it’s someone trying to 
get revenge for the TPO 
that the council placed on 
it.” 

Residents have reported 
the vandalism to the police 
and the district council. 

Both have confirmed 
they are investigating the 
incident. 

Last summer, trees and 
plants in nearby Jubilee 
Gardens were repeatedly 
trashed by vandals, 
including a tree which was 
planted in memory of 
Little Downham resident 
Ken Pease. 

The tree was so badly 
damaged that it had to be 
removed.

Jet fears given 
pilot’s backing 

Aviator disputes height that US warplanes fly over Ely 
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A PILOT is backing residents 
who insist United States Air 
Force (USAF) planes are 
flying too low over the Ely 
area. 

Farmer AJ Morris, who lives in Ely 
and is a recreational pilot, agrees 
that planes from RAF Mildenhall 
come too close. 

Last week the Weekly News 
reported how residents said their 
lives were being made a misery by 
the “unbearable” noise caused by 
the planes. 

The Ministry of Defence (MoD) 
insists the planes are flying at no 
lower than 2,300ft. 

But Mr Morris, of Alexander 
Chase, says there is “no way” the 
planes are flying at that height. 

Mr Morris said: “As a resident of 
Ely and a pilot, I can give my views 
both from the ground and the air. 

“Both Mildenhall and Laken- 
heath are in Military Aerodrome 
Traffic Zones. 

“The first zones are circles 
around the bases which have a 
radius of five nautical miles. 

“Extending from these circles are 


what are called ‘stubs’, which 
extend another five miles from the 
circles directly in line with the 
runways. 

“The westerly stub from 
Mildenhall extends over Ely. 

“Within the circle the military 
planes have clearance from ground 
to 3,000ft but within the stub, over 
Ely, their restriction is from 1,000ft 
to 3,000ft. 

“To simplify this it means as the 
planes are over Ely they should fly 
above 1,000ft and below 3,000ft.” 

Mr Morris said: “The comments 
from your readers saying that the 
noise is unbearable and that the 
planes are flying too low are totally 
justified. 

“The planes are flying too low, 
therefore, the noise is greater. 

“I live in Alexander Chase which 
is on the direct flight path to

Mildenhall. 

“I can perhaps judge altitude of 
planes better than others and there 
is no way that the planes flying over 
Ely are at 2,300ft as suggested by 
the MoD.” 

Some residents even believe the 
planes are putting Ely Cathedral at 
risk - although cathedral bosses are 
adamant the planes pose no threat. 

The MoD insists that aircraft is 
not flying too low over Ely. 

A spokeswoman said: “The flight 
path from RAF Mildenhall, which is 
taken from the centreline of 
Runway 11, passes 400 yards to the 
south of Ely Cathedral, at which 
point the aircraft are no lower than 
2,300ft.” 

The spokeswoman said that in 
the past five years, there have been 
42 complaints from Ely.

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Talk to us about 
parking: traders 
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WORRIED shopkeepers are 
urging councillors to sit 
down with them and talk 
about the plans to intro¬ 
duce car parking charges in 
Ely. 

Business owners and traders 
concerned about the effects 
forcing people to pay to park will 
have on the city’s trade are 
pleading with councillors at East 
Cambridgeshire District Council 
to hold in-depth meetings with 
them. 

Member of the Ely Traders’ 
Association, Andrew Olley, who 
spearheaded the Say No to Parking 
Charges campaign, said: “This is 
such a contentious issue and we 
have put so much effort into the 
campaign. 

“We believe it needs to be 
involved in meaningful discussion. 

“We need the council to be 
listening to us - listening to why 
we are concerned as the reasons 
are genuine. 

“They should be sitting down 
with us and engaging with us, not 
just writing letters and the like.” 

Mr Olley, who is manager at the 
City Cycle Centre, in Market Street,

also insists the council should be 
speaking to businesses in 
Newmarket to learn how 
introducing parking charges has 
affected trade in the town. 

He said: “The results in 
Newmarket have been 
devastating. The council should be 
speaking to traders there to hear 
exactly what happened 
Newmarket is proof that parking 
charges do have a detrimental 
effect on town centre shops and 
businesses.” 

More than 8,500 people have 
now signed the Say No to Parking 
Charges campaign. 

As well as making motorists pay 
to park in car parks and on streets, 
the scheme could give police and 
traffic wardens the power to 
enforce restrictions, and issue 
tickets and fines. 

But council chiefs insist the 
charges need to be introduced and 
that residents will be consulted 



before any changes are brought in. 

The petition is available to sign 
in many of Ely’s shops or on the 
Facebook page. Search for Say no 
to car parking charges in Ely on 
the site. 

Cllr Peter Moakes, district 
council leader, said: “I was slightly 
surprised to hear the Ely Traders’ 
Association call for us to sit down 
and talk when I myself have 
spoken to Andrew Olley about 
what his organisation would like 
to see. 

“However, it is important to 
clarify that the council has not yet 
published any proposals regarding 
parking controls in Ely but once 
we do we promise to consult 
widely to make sure everyone gets 
their chance to comment on them. 

“As I think everyone under¬ 
stands, the current financial 
situation has created a number of 
challenges especially for local 
authorities. 

“This forces us to make difficult 
choices about the services we can 
provide - with car parking being 
just one of these issues. 

“As I have said many times over 
the last month, we are listening 
and we will listen in the future to 
ensure we develop a package of 
measures which meets the needs 
of all the residents in the district.”

Youngster 
is hurt in 
‘accident’ 
with knife 


POLICE swooped on a 
property after recei¬ 
ving reports that a 
child had been 
wounded with a knife. 

Officers and emer¬ 
gency services des¬ 
cended at the house in 
Littleport and the 
police helicopter was 
launched. 

Inside, a child was 
found with a wound, 
which police believe 
happened accidentally 
after the child pulled a 
knife off of a kitchen 
worktop. 

The child was taken 
to Addenbrooke’s Hos¬ 
pital, Cambridge, with 
serious but not life- 
threatening injuries. 

The incident happ¬ 
ened just before 6pm 
last Wednesday. 

A spokesman for 
Cambridgeshire Police 
said: “We were called 
to reports of a child 
suffering an injury at 
an address in Little- 
port. 

“The child was 
taken to Adden¬ 
brooke’s Hospital with 
serious but not life- 
threatening injuries. 

“We are keeping an 
open mind regarding 
this incident.”

MP in pledge on 
barracks shutdown 


SOUTH East Cambridgeshire MP jim 
Paice has vowed to help villagers in 
Waterbeach cope with the closure of the 
barracks - and a petition has been 
launched to fight the shutdown. 

The barracks will be vacated by the 
Army by 2015 and released for sale by the 
Ministry of Defence. 

Mr Paice said he was aware that the 
closure would be of great concern to 
service families and civilians alike. 

He added: “I have been assured by the 
Secretary of State for Defence that careful 
consideration has been given to the 
welfare of service families and the 
potential regional and social impact of 
this planned closure, and I will be 
monitoring closely the details of the plans 
as they emerge. 

“There is no doubt that there will be an 
impact upon the community - 
specifically as regards local employment 
and local schools - but I will do all I can to 
make sure this is as minimal as possible.” 


A CHARITY which 
helps stroke victims 
in the Ely area is to 
shut down. 

Strada Cambridgeshire, 
which was set up in 1999, 
will close next month due 
to a lack of funds. 

The charity has more 
than 40 members using its 
services and has helped 
hundreds of stroke vic¬ 
tims. 

Board of trustees chair¬ 
man fohn Humphrey 
described the closure as 
devastating. 

He added: “To continue 
running as successfully as 
we are, we need to have 
around £1,000 a week 
coming in. That simply is 
not happening - and it is 
too much for us to be able 
to generate through fund¬ 
raising. 

“Our board of trustees 
have met and we have 
tried to find an alternative 
but there simply isn’t the 
funding out there and we 
have decided to shut 
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down.” 

The group meets on 
Mondays and Thursdays at 
the Paradise Centre in Ely 
and every Friday at St 
Andrew’s Church Hall in 
Cambridge, providing 
speech therapies and 
exercise programs.

Flightpath talks 
came to nothing 

Sir, Your lead article (Residents hit out 
at aircraft misery, Weekly News, July 
21) focuses attention once again on 
the long standing and unnecessary 
intrusion of US aircraft into the 
airspace of our historic city. Firstly, 
there are the large transport aircraft 
heading for Runway 11 at the 
Mildenhall airbase, often overflying 
the cathedral area to join, to the East of 
the city, the centreline of the runway 
which is the approach route to the 
base. This centreline crosses Ely close 
to the station, well clear of the historic 
centre, and there are USAF maps 
which confirm this. 

During 2006-2009, The Ely Society 
endeavoured to persuade the UK 
Ministry of Defence and the USAF 
management at Mildenhall to 
recognise overflying as a problem and 
to consider a minor change to the 
flightpath, such that the aircraft would 
join the runway centreline just to the 
west of the city, thereby avoiding the 
noise and intmsion in the historic area 
and, importantly, in most of the built 
up area of the town as well. Initial 
denials of overflying the cathedral 
were refuted by photographic 
evidence but, after talks over several 
years, the society failed to secure any 
change and the project was closed. 

The comments from the cathedral’s 
management are really most 
unhelpful and may appear to suggest 
that no problem exists. Surely those 
responsible for this important feature 
of Ely life must appreciate the 
disturbance caused by these aircraft 
and that the city would be a better 
place for both residents and visitors 
without this unpleasant intmsion. 
Secondly, there are the very noisy high 
speed jets which have recently 
appeared in greater numbers over Ely 
and which are presumably on military 
exercises. This is a more difficult 
problem to deal with as we know so 
little about the operations in which 
they are participating but, in a region 
with so much open space, it might be 
hoped that the military authorities 
would direct their pilots to avoid the 
larger centres of population.

A NURSERY has taken 
action to improve its 
hygiene standards after a 
visit by Ofsted inspectors. 

The Willows Day Care Nursery 
in Soham has received the results 
of its latest inspection by the 
watchdog. 

The nursery, which is privately- 
owned and based in Mereside, 
was rated as ‘satisfactory’ overall 
by Government inspectors. 

But assessors insist staff need 
to improve health and safety 
procedures. 

In their report, they said: “Risk 
assessments are in place and 
daily checks are carried out 
indoor and outdoors. 

“However, this system has 
failed to identify and take into 
account hazards such as 
unhygienic facilities where baby 
feeds are prepared and some of 
the resources and equipment are 
grubby and uncared for. 

“This puts children’s health 
and wellbeing at risk." 

Children at the nursery, which 
has 97 youngsters on roll, make 
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“satisfactory progress”, according 
to inspectors. 

The report said: “Children 
make satisfactory progress in 
their learning and development 
and staff ensure the individual 
needs of children are 
appropriately met. 

“Most of the required 
documentation is in place to 
promote children’s health and 
safety. Staff form sound relation- 
ships with parents and other 
carers. 

“However, the risk assessment 
is insufficient, which means there 
is one breach of regulation.” 

Staff are being urged to make 
all equipment and toys safe and 
suitable for purpose, and to 
improve the cleanliness of the 
milk kitchen and the toilet 
facilities. 

The nursery has also been told 
to improve the organisation of 
staffing arrangements and “to 
develop a rich and varied 


environment to support 
children’s learning and 
development”. 

A spokesman for the nursery 
said: “We are all, staff and 
parents, saddened here that one 
area of the premises was found in 
the opinion of just one inspector, 
to be a hazard. 

“This area has for 17 years been 
a store room with a fridge inside, 
not a kitchen. 

“This inspector has visited us 
on previous occasions and has 
not found this to be a problem. 

“We have, with immediate 
effect following our inspection, 
turned the storeroom into a 
kitchen and have undergone an 
inspection by East Camb¬ 
ridgeshire District Council’s 
public health department. 

“The childcare at The Willows 
is excellent and will continue to 
be so. 

“We welcome any parents, 
carers and interested parties to 
visit us and we will be pleased to 
show them around our nursery.”

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Supermarket hangs fire 
on plans for recycling 


BOSSES at super¬ 
market giant Tesco 
have delayed plans 
to take over the 
recycling facilities at 
their store in Ely 

Earlier this year, East 
Cambridgeshire District 
Council (ECDC) was told 
to remove its recycling 
banks from the store, in 
Angel Drove, some time 
this month. 

The announcement 
was made to authorities 
across the country as 
Tesco said it wanted to 
install its own recycling 
banks. 

But now ECDC has 
been told to leave the 
recycling facilities where 
they are until September. 

David White, the 
council’s waste strategy 
team leader, said: “Tesco 
had planned to introduce 
new arrangements to 
collect recyclable mat¬ 
erials at their Ely store 
from mid July as part of a 
change in their national 
policy. 

“However, they have 
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put this on hold until Sep¬ 
tember.” 

Tesco insists that by 
working with its partners, 
DS Smith, they will make 
recycling more attractive. 

The supermarket giant 
also says it will reward 
customers who use their 
recycling facilities by 
donating cash to local 
community projects. 

But some fear councils 
will lose out over the 
changes. 

Mr White said: “The 
district council is 
currently involved in 
wider discussions with 
Tesco to assess the 
implications of their 
plans. 

“When a final date is 
confirmed, we will liaise 
with Tesco’s contractor to 
ensure a smooth trans¬ 
ition of the service in the 
autumn for the benefit of 
our residents.”

FRUSTRATED residents are 
demanding action over 
lengthy waits and queues 
at their village pharmacy. 

People in Littleport say the 
amount of time they have to wait 
to collect their medication from 
the village’s Lloyds Pharmacy is 
“ridiculous”.

“Littleport used to have two 
pharmacies but now we just have 
one. 

“The village’s population has 


increased by almost a third since 
then.” 

Ellis Waring, area manager for 
Lloyds Pharmacy, has confirmed 
that waiting times have increased 
at the Littleport branch but insists 
that more staff have been 
appointed. 

She said: “Our pharmacy team 
is committed to providing the 
best possible service and we have 
recently recruited a new 
pharmacist and introduced extra 
staffing which is already bringing 
customer waiting times back 
down.”

Staff and pupils at The Harbour 
School in Wilburton are cele¬ 
brating the results of their latest 
Ofsted report.

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Solar farm gets 
big switch-on 


EAST Anglia’s biggest 
solar energy farm has 
now “gone live” - and is 
already providing enough 
eco-friendly electricity to 
power 1,200 homes. 

Plans to build a 35-acre solar 
electricity farm in Wilburton 
may have only been approved 
earlier this year but the multi¬ 
million project is already up and 
running. 

The five-megawatt farm, 
which boasts 20,000 solar 
panels, is located on land south 
of Mingay Farm, off 
Twentypence Road. 

Developer Abbey Renewables 
hopes the farm will save more 
than 55,000 tonnes of carbon 
dioxide over a 25-year period. 

The facility will provide 
renewable electricity into the 
national grid to power more 
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than 1,200 homes, which is the 
equivalent to the entire nearby 
village of Haddenham. 

Haddenham and Wilburton 
Parish Council supported the 
plans and East Cambridgeshire 
District Council received no 
objections from local residents. 

The district council approved 
the £13million proposals in 
February. 

Cllr Bill Hunt, who represents 
Wilburton as a district and 
county councillor, said: “This 
solar farm not only puts East 
Cambridgeshire on the map for 
eco-friendliness but also brings 
huge benefits to the local 
community. 

“It’s amazing to think it’s now 
up and running and serving the 


district.” 

Not only is the company 
installing solar panels on the 
roof of Wilburton Primary 
School as part of the scheme, 
but it is also building a small 
amphitheatre at the farm for 
open-air classes to be held, 
enabling youngsters to learn 
about the importance of 
renewable energy. 

The firm is also donating 
£25,000 to help refurbish the 
village sports pavilion. 

A spokeswoman for Wilburton 
Parish Council said: “We are 
extremely grateful to Abbey 
Renewables for the work they 
are doing in our community. 

“They have been community- 
spirited since the outset and 
there is no doubt that Wilburton 
is going to reap the benefits of 
this solar energy farm.” 


Council set to

Liz Bailey, the council’s principal 
environmental health officer, said: “The 
licensing committee has agreed for a 
consultation to be carried out on the 
proposed revised conditions for the 
home boarding of dogs from different 
families. “

THREE strikes but not 
out was the message 
for a drug-addict bur¬ 
glar as he was spared 
prison. 

Recorder Stuart Bridge 
declined to send Stephen 
Neal to jail for his third 
house-break, deciding the 
most recent offence was an 
exceptional circumstance 
and did not fit the “three- 
strike rule”. 

Under current laws, judges 
are encouraged to order 
custody for any offender 
committing three house bur¬ 
glaries. 

But Recorder Bridge said 
the 24-year-old’s January 18 
ransacking of Sacrist Gate 
House in the grounds of Ely 
cathedral did not fit the 
characteristics of his pre¬ 
vious offences because the 
building was under reno¬ 
vation and unoccupied. 

Anthony Hook, pros¬ 
ecuting, told Cambridge 
Crown Court that Neal, of 
High Barns, Ely, stole tools in 
his first burglary since two 
raids in 2002 - a hiatus of 
nine years. 

Christopher Morgan, 
mitigating on behalf of Neal - 
who pleaded guilty to 
burglary and possessing 
cannabis when arrested - 
said there were no aggra¬ 


vating features and the tools 
were recovered and returned. 

He added: “His convictions 
were nine and 10 years ago 
when he was a young man. 
One was with others while he 
acted as a look-out and the 
other was with his girlfriend. 

“He has a drug habit and is 
receiving treatment from 
Addaction for heroin abuse.” 

Mr Bridge, sentencing, told 
Neal: “You have now been 
convicted of three domestic 
burglaries and as judge I 
have a duty to impose three 
years in custody, except in 
extreme circumstances. 

“These are circumstance 
that should make me discard 
the three strikes and out rule. 

“The first two offences 
were when you were 15 and 
16 - a gap of nearly 10 years - 
and the third offence was 
only marginally a burglary of 
dwelling. 

“You have a substantial 
record and it is clear that you 
are addicted to drugs and in 
particular heroin.” 

Neal was given a 
community order for 12 
months with supervision, 
and drug rehabilitation for 
six months. 

Mr Bridge added: “I hope 
this is going to be the 
moment when things start 
turning for you and you end 
your dependency on heroin.” 


College looks to be 
academy by autumn 


WITCHFORD Village College 
could switch to being an 
academy as soon as this 
autumn. 

A consultation involving 
staff, parents and pupils about 
the possibility of the specialist 
sports college becoming an 
academy has now finished 
and governors have con¬ 
firmed they will now be 
formally applying to the 
Department for Education to 
make the move. 

It comes just months after 
nearby Soham Village College 
was successful in making its 
bid to become an academy. 

David Taylor, principal at 
Witchford, said: “Following 
the close of the consultation 
period, the governing body 
has taken the decision to 
convert to academy status, if 
possible, from October 1, 
2011. 

“We are looking forward to 


having more money to spend 
on the education of our 
students, which we will use to 
enrich their learning and 
improve their outcomes.” 

He added: “Becoming an 
academy will not change the 
values or the day-to-day 
running of the college. We 
have always been a village 
college and our place at the 
heart of the local community 
is very important to us and 
this is not going to change.” 

Academies receive funding 
from central government, 
rather than their local 
authority and have more 
control over finances, the 
curriculum and teachers’ pay 
and conditions.

IT had to happen - eventually. 

Disney Pixar, the most consistently 
dazzling animation studio on the 
Hollywood block, was always going 
to struggle to top the elation and 
misty-eyed farewells of Toy Story 3. 
Cars 2 falls short of that 
masterpiece, lacking sufficient 
heartfelt emotion under the bonnet 
to really rev our engines. 

For any other studio, this high- 
octane spy caper would be a 
triumph, orchestrating death-defying 
action sequences that look even 
more startling in digital 3D. 

And certainly young audiences will 
whoop with glee as tow truck Mater 
skids and screeches from one 
disaster to the next as the film’s 
turbo-charged characters 
circumnavigate the globe in the first 
ever World Grand Prix. 

However, compared to Disney 
Pixar’s most recent features - 
Ratatouille, WALL-E, Up and Toy 
Story 3 - Lasseter and Brad Lewis’s 
film lacks the polish, which perhaps 
we’ve taken for granted. 

Lightning McQueen (voiced by 
Owen Wilson) returns to Radiator 
Springs as the four-time champion 
of the Piston Cup. Best friend Mater 


(Larry The Cable Guy) welcomes 
him with open doors, as does 
girlfriend Sally Carrera (Bonnie 
Hunt). 

Italian racing car Francesco 
Bernoulli (John Turturro) goads 
Lightning into participating in a 
newly-announced championship 
organised by environmentalist Miles 
Axlerod (Eddie Izzard), who will use 
the grand prix to showcase his 
state-of-the-art biofuel, Allinol. But a 
group of rogue cars led by the 
diabolical Professor Zundapp 
(Thomas Kretschmann) plots to 
sabotage the races in Japan, Italy 
and the UK. 

Secret agent Finn McMissile 
(Michael Caine) and rookie field spy 
Holley Shiftwell (Emily Mortimer) 
are on the case, roping in Mater, 


who they mistakenly believe to be 
an undercover American agent. 

Cars 2 is a sweet and colourful yarn 
about being true to yourself, as seen 
through the headlights of Lightning, 
who is embarrassed by Mater’s 
social faux pas and demands the 
tow truck puts himself into a 
different gear. 

The visuals look spectacular and 
action sequences have been 
breathlessly orchestrated to take full 
advantage of the 3D format. 

Cars 2 is accompanied by a 
hilarious short - Hawaiian Vacation. 
In this six-minute treat, Buzz, Woody 
and the Toy Story gang help Barbie 
and Ken to celebrate their first 
holiday together by creating tropical 
climes in Bonnie’s bedroom. 

That’s what friends are for.

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Late summer scorchers 


T he soft pink peonies, deep 
blue delphiniums and 
purple cranesbill 
geraniums may have faded from 
my borders - but there are some 
sizzling oranges and reds in their 
place, bursting into bloom and 
hailing the fact that summer isn’t 
over. 

Spikes of vibrant red Crocosmia 
Lucifer rub shoulders with dazzling 
Helenium Moerheim Beauty, whose rich 
orange daisy-like flowers provide a 
wonderful clash of colours, 
intermingling with chocolate-leaved 
heucheras and backed by the intense, 
deep purple flowers of Buddleia davidii 
Black Knight. 

It’s at this time of year you realise that 
late summer blooms can almost be more 
eye-catching and long-lasting than those 
which bloom earlier in the season and if 
you haven’t given a thought to how your 
borders are going to look in August and 
beyond, maybe it’s time to turn over a 
new leaf. 

Thanks to the unusually warm spring, 
much bedding has been blooming its 
heart out since April or May and has just 
about run out of steam, so if your tired- 
looking petunias have gone soggy and 
drooped in the recent rains or other 
blooms are past their best, bite the bullet 
and replace them with some sizzling 
patio stalwarts which can be replanted 
later in the border. 

Dahlias have made a comeback in 
recent years and there are some stunning 
varieties which will merge into a hot 
scheme. Consider the vermilion-red

semi-double blooms of D. ‘Bishop of 
Llandaff ’ alongside the deep yellow D. 
Bishop of York, wonderfully offset by 
dark foliage in the border. Types like the 
single Mount Noddy, with its velvety red 
flowers, are best planted en masse. 

In exotic schemes I love red hot 
pokers (Kniphofia) which provide colour 
and structure with their tall, striking 
stems and red and yellow rocket-shaped 
flowers. A good option is ‘Ice Queen’ if 
you fancy the calmer hue of creamy 
yellow flowers but want a plant which 
grows to around 1.2m (4ft) tall. For 
smaller, daintier varieties which could be 
placed nearer the front of the border, 
Toffee Nosed or Little Maid are better 
choices. 

Tubs and troughs of vivid, vibrant 
nasturtiums can also provide late 
summer interest, in shades of reds, 
oranges and yellows, while black-eyed 
Susan, or thunbergia, will twine itself up 
trellis or tumble over hanging baskets in 
a sunny, sheltered spot until October. 

Other stunning additions to the border 
which do well in lightly shaded areas are 
hemerocallis (day lily), astilbe and 
astrantia. 


If you’re not into brash and bold, you 
can opt for the softer hues of summer 
phlox in a variety of colours, from white 
to deep pink, some of which have 
variegated leaves. 

The globe thistle (Echinops 
bannaticus) produces eye-catching soft 
blue spiny globes on top of silvery 
stems, which grow to around 1,2m (4ft) 
high, while Aster x frikartii Monch bears 
lavender-blue flowers on thick stems 
through to October. 

Most of these plants don't need 
staking or dividing often. As well as 
producing late colour, they also provide 
leaf interest throughout the year. 

For immediate impact, plant them 
closely in groups. Salvias including S. 
uliginosa (blue) and S. fulgens (red) do 
well planted in groups, as do Chinese 
aster, coleus, zinnia, penstemon and 
rudbeckia. 

Other good bets include the purple 
coneflower Echinacea purpurea, which 
has pretty basal foliage and bears big, 
purple-pink daisy-like flowers. Its petals 
surround a large central cone and it 
grows up to lm (3 ft) or more when fed. 
Good varieties include ‘Robert Bloom’ 
or ‘Magnus’. 

To complement the coneflowers in 
your border, try planting Phygelius 
Aequalis Yellow Trumpet in front of 
them. These plants, originally from 
South Africa, have a constant run of 
flower stems which hold tubular creamy 
yellow flowers and reach around 90cm 
(3 ft) in height. They will need winter 
protection in cold areas. 

Of course, no late summer border 
would be complete without the sedum, 
or ice plant, so called because if you 


touch the succulent 
leaves on a warm 
day they will be 
cold. A good bet 
is S. Autumn Joy, 
which provides 
flat heads of 
flowers in shades 
ranging from 
salmon pink to 
deep red from 
August to 
November. 

Plant wisely 
and your 
sizzling 
summer may 
last much 
longer than 
you think.

Toyota also announced 
fuel economy improve¬ 
ments for its 1.0-litre 
petrol unit resulting in 
58.9mpg on the combined 
cycle. Diesel economy is 
up by 7 per cent to 
72.4mpg. 

Once on sale, the next 
big announcement 
regarding the Yaris will be 
the arrival of the hybrid 
variant, due in 2012. 
Boasting similar tech¬ 
nology to the Auris and 
Prius, emissions and 
economy figures will be 
the same or better than its 
existing petrol-electric 
models.

CLIMATE control, 
a CD changer and 
a sunroof are 
among the top 
five extras car 
buyers look for 
when buying a 
used car, with 
larger alloy 
wheels and 
heated seats 
among the 
features that are 
unlikely to turn 
their heads. 

Research 
commissioned by 
online used car 
showroom 
Trusteddealers.co.uk 
looked at what extras 
are considered 
important by used car 
buyers, and which are 
an expensive waste of 
money. 

A total of 43 per 
cent of consumers 
considered climate 
control to be either 


fairly important, or of 
utmost importance 
when buying a used 
car. 

In second place was 
a CD changer (32 per 
cent), followed by 
automatic headlamps 
and wipers (31.3 per 
cent). Just behind in 
fourth was a sunroof 
(30.9 per cent), and 
parking sensors came 
in fifth place - with 28 
per cent saying they 
were an important 
addition to any car. 

The five least- 
popular extras present 
an interesting picture 
of what actually 
matters to motorists. 
Built-in satellite 
navigation is 

considered the fifth 
least important extra, 
with 52 per cent of 
those surveyed saying 
it was fairly 
unimportant or of no 
importance at all. 

In fourth place was 
Bluetooth telephone 


connectivity (52.5 per 
cent), in third was 
heated seats (54.1 per 
cent) and large, flashy 
alloy wheels (57.9 per 
cent) came in second 
place. 

But the extra that 
those surveyed 
considered to be of 
least importance was 
self-park (59.5 per 
cent) - an expensive 
option which 

automatically parallel 
parks a car.

Yaris: Supermini royalty 
on the used forecourt 


THE first Toyota 
Yaris established 
itself as the finest 
supermini of its 
generation. Winner 
of the 2000 
European Car of 
the Year award, it 
brought sophisti¬ 
cation to a small 
car sector which 
had previously ex¬ 
celled only in being 
built down to a 
price. 

Other manufacturers 
quickly cottoned on to 
Toyota’s formula and 
ruthlessly improved 
quality. Toyota’s 
response was the 
second generation Yaris 
that was bigger and 
better than ever before. 
Used examples are 
proving popular with 
customers realising that 
when you’re buying 
Toyota, you’re still 
buying peace of mind. 

Pity the workload of a 
Toyota designer. You 
pen what turns out to 
be a massive selling 
multi-award winning 
car that receives 
plaudits the world over 
and no sooner have you 
finished, than you are 
expected to do the same 
again. But better. With 
more space. Oh, and 
could you make it more 
economical and cleaner 
too? 

The second gener¬ 
ation Yaris landed in 
dealerships in Decem¬ 
ber 2005 and had to 
contend with a bunch of 
rivals that weren’t 
around when the first 
generation car was 
launched in 1999. The 
intervening years had 
seen the Honda Jazz, 
the Ford Fiesta, the 


Nissan Micra, the 
Mazda2 and the Citroen 
C3 all attempt to muscle 
the Yaris aside and 
Toyota equipped the 
Yaris with the weapons 
to meet and beat these 
cars. 

Zinc and Ion special 
editions, then SR sporty 
versions were also 
added, but the most 
significant car in this 
Yaris’ development has, 
in many ways, been the 
tiny Aygo city car that 
was installed beneath it 
in the Toyota hierarchy. 
With a product as 
strong as this, and the 
much improved Auris 
above it, the Yaris didn’t 
need to try too hard. 
Toyota has all the small 
car bases covered. 

The Yaris received a 
mild facelift early in 
2009. First impressions 
were that Toyota had 
taken the old Yaris and 
plugged it into a garage 
forecourt airline. This 
one is bigger in every 
dimension and 

markedly more bulbous. 
It’s also way better in 
terms of perceived 
quality. The double- 
sealed doors feel thicker 
and weightier and shut 
with a thunk rather than 
a clang. The rather 
unconventional fascia is 
removed from the 
supermini norm, with a 
3D effect on the main 
display. Conservative 
buyers may find it a bit 
Buck Rogers but it is 
distinctive. 

There’s only so much 
money that can be 
thrown at a car where 
margins are this tight 
and there are plenty of 
unlined cubbies and 
hard plastics on display. 
The seats seem rather 
insubstantial too, 
Toyota realising that big 
seats are the enemy of

packaging in a small car. 
They’ve tried to create a 
lightweight but 

comfortable place to 
park yourself. Light¬ 
weight buyers will 
probably find them OK. 

Despite its 11cm 
growth in overall length, 
the Yaris is still shorter 
than many key rivals 
such as the Fiat Grande 
Punto and the Renault 
Clio. Part of the reason 
why these cars are so 
large is compliance with 
pedestrian impact 
legislation which 

required the adding of a 
few centimetres to the 
nose of many models. 
The Yaris gets round this 
one by arcing the 
bonnet high over the 
unyielding mechanicals 
to provide a deformable 
surface. 

This means that 
despite being shorter on 
the outside, the Yaris is 
competitive in terms of 
interior space and easy 
to park at the same 
time. Fold the EasyFlat 
rear seats down and 
you’re treated to a huge 
stowage area for a 
supermini. This system 
allows the rear bench to 


be split 60:40 and both 
sections to slide 
independently. 

One thing that hasn’t 
changed is the car’s 
ability to cling 
steadfastly to residual 
values. The first of the 
2005 55-plated Yaris 1.0 
T2s starts at £4,000 and 
a clean 06-plated 1.3- 
litre T3 five-door is 
£4,500. Insurance for 
the Yaris is, as you might 
well expect, very cheap 
with the entry level cars 
rated at Group 1 and the 
rest of the range 
climbing up to a still 
hardly nosebleed Group 
4. The sole exception is 
the 1.8-litre SR which 
carries a Group 7 
banding. 

But the Yaris has yet 
to throw up and 
significant faults, and 
being a Toyota, it’s likely 
to remain a long time 
until they present 
themselves. Insist on a 
fully stamped up service 
record. 

Overall, the second 
generation Yaris is still 
there or thereabouts 
when it comes to 
shortlisting the best 
supermini around.
